R ig C l a r k . 
We lately mentioned in our foreign notes 
the death of Mr. Clark, of Melbourne and 
Tasmania, who wag by far the wealthiest man 
in Australia, where the number of men would 
be regarded as rich from a London aud New 
York standpoint is as yet very small. 
Mr. 
Clark emigrated lo Tasmania very early in 
life, w hen that colony, which lias now fallen 
into very decayed circumstances, was iii a 
very prosperous plight, iii consequence of the 
money circulated in maintaining the great con­ 
vict depot there. 
Commencing as a butcher 
aud cattle-dealer, he gradually bought up u 
great deal of land, and very soon after tho 
discovery of gold Iii Victoria, recognized the 
expediency of making that colony his princi­ 
pal headquarters. 
In his capital work, Our 
Antipodes, tim late Col. Mumly thus sketches 
him: 
Among the passenger* my notice was p.ir- 
ticnlurlv attracted lo a tall, stout, Uernianlike 
wan, about fifty years of age, attired Ina dirty 
drab Chesterfield, without waistcoat, glove*, 
or other expletives of dress, abd who slood 
generally with hands in pockets, smoking his 
cigar ami leaning against tile funnel. 
Wile 
lie did draw forth a great pair of freckled fists 
it was either lo light another cigar, or to rob 
lo a not e-book, 
ii was a note-book worth 
referring to! 
This was M r. 
, well know 
as the great land-ow tier and land purchaser, 
Last year he purchased from the Government 
£23.000 worth of land iu the Tort l’hilip 
(Melbourne) District, which, at the minimum 
price of crown land, would give the same 
number of acres; and within Ids cabiu door, 
whereat Im keeps a sort of mastiff watch, a1 
though uot a very apparent one, has a (mall 
portmontean, in which, as he told me himself, 
lie has at this moment £20,000, which be is 
arryiug to Melbourne for another block of 
crown lands. 
In Van Pieman’s Land (Tus 
mania) he has already 50,000 acre*. 
This 
season lie told me he had shared in New South 
Wales 30,000 and in Van Pieman’s Land 
IO,OOO sheep, aud had sent to England 1,500 
bales of wool, which at £20 a bale gives 


£ 3 0 ,0 0 0 .” 
This was written twenty years ago, aud Mr, 
Clark’s operations have increased and multi 
plied at a great rate since then. 
A principal 
source of his enormous income was derived 
from making advance* on their *tock to needy 
'squatters.” 
Fifteen lier cent. wa* a very 
common price will bim, and not unfroquently 
he exacted two more for “trouble”—what the 
Scotch dub "fash." 
Of course the squatters 
in a grsat numbor of cases were unabl* to 
pay, and all they had became Im. 
lie would 
then allow them lo continue on the run, allow 
them out of tile proceed* just enough to 
live on. 
Ho ia reckoned “a very tough cus 
turner.” 
Hi* personal expense* have been 
computed at some $5,000 a year. 
Ile did 
not entertain, and diued almost every day 
early cir a cheap dish at the Criterion, a well- 
known hotel in llourke street, Melbourne, 
dose to that part of it which answers to Wall 
Jtreet iii New Yolk. 
Mr. Clark being thus 
economical himself, wa* by no means disposed 
to allow hi* son* to *j>ond much of Iii* mouey 
On one occasion "Hie nM man” went to 
Europe, and actiug on the principle that 
••When the eat’* away 
The mice will play.” 
young Mr. Clark set up a very spicy team of 
four horses. 
“Ah,” said a qiectutor, “he’d 
better get done with that liefore the governor 
gets home," and iudeed we believe that he 
was wise in time and did not drive down with 
this magnificent equipage to meet his paretic 
on his return. 
It was nniveraully consid­ 
ered tliat the bump for mouey-getting wa* 
never more finely developed than iii Mr, 
Clark, but lie never In the least distinguished 
himself In any other way.

We lately mentioned in our foreign notes 
the death of Mr. Clark, of Melbourne anti 
Tasmania, who was by far the wealthiest man 
in Australia, where the number of men would 
be regarded as rich from a Loudon uud New 
York standpoint is as yet very small. 
Mr. 
Clark emigrated to Tasmania very early in 
life, when that colony, which has now fallen 
into very decayed circumstances, was in a 
very prosperous plight, in consequence of the 
money circulated in maintaining the great con­ 
vict depot there. 
Commencing as a butcher 
aud cattle-dealer, he gradually bought up a 
great deal of land, and very soon after the 
discovery of gold in Victoria, recognized the 
expediency of making that colony his princi­ 
pal headquarters. 
In his capital work, Our 
Antipodes, the late Col. Mundy thus sketches 
him : 
“ Among the passengers my notice was par­ 
ticularly attracted to a tall, stout, Germanlike 
man, about fifty years of age, attired in a dirty 
dial) Chesterfield, without waistcoat, gloves, 
or other expletives of dress, aud who stood 
generally with hands in pockets, smoking his 
cigar and leaning against the funnel. 
When 
lie did draw forth a great pair of freckled lists 
it was either to light another cigar, or lo refer 
■to a note-book. 
It was a note-book worth 
referring to! 
This was M r . 
, well known 
as the great land-owner and land purchaser. 
Last year he purchased from the Government 
£28.000 worth of land in the Port Philip 
(Melbourne) District, which, at the minimum 
price of crown land, would give the same 
number of acres; and within his cabiu door, 
whereat lie keeps a sort of mastiff watch, al­ 
though not a very apparent one, lias a small 
portmontean, in which, as he told me himself,, 
he has at this moment £20,000, which he is 
carrying lo Melbourne for another block of 
crown lands. 
In Van Dieman’s Land (Tas­ 
mania) he has already 50,000 acres. 
This 
season he told me he had shared in New South 
Wales 90,000 and in Van Dieman’s Land 
40,000 sheep, aud had sent to England 1,500 
bales of wool, which at £20 a bale gives 
£30,000.” 
This was written twenty years ago, and Mr. 
Clark's operations have increased and multi­ 
plied at a great rate since then. 
A principal 
source of his enormous income was derived 
from making advances on their stock to needy 
“squatters.” Fifteen per cent, was a very 
common price wth him, and not unfrequently 
he exacted two more for “trouble”—what the 
Scotch dub “fash.” 
Of course the squatters 
in a great number of cases were unable to 
pay, and all they had became hi*. 
He would 
then allow them lo conliuue on the run, allow­ 
ing them out of the proceeds just enough to 
live on. 
lie is reckoned “a very tough cus­ 
tomer.” 
His personal expenses hare been 
computed at some $5,000 a year. 
He did 
not entertain, and dined almost every dav 
early off a cheap di3li at the Criterion, a well- 
known hotel in Bourke street, Melbourne, 
close to that part of it which answers to Wall 
street in New York. 
Mr. Clark being thus 
economical himself, was by no means disposed 
to allow his sons to spend much of his mouey. 
Dn one occasion “ the 'Old man” went to 
Europe, and acting on the principle that 
“ W hen the cat’s away 
The mice will play.” 
young Mr. Clark set up a very spicy team of 
four horses. 
“Ah,” said a spectator, “lie d 
better get done with that before the governor 
gets home,” and indeed we believe that he 
was wise in time and did not drive down with 
this magnificent equipage to meet bis parent 
on his return. 
It was universally consid­ 
ered that the bump for money-getting was 
never more finely developed than in Mr. 
Clark, but he never in the least distinguished 
himself in any other way.

is this: m odern 
schools of all 
degrees attem pt too much outside their regu­ 
lar line of duties. 
Within a few years lim 
m ilitary elem ent has been introduced, and to 
our iniud it is uot clear that to teach students 
a regular drill and to compel them to purchase 
and wear a heavy uniform iu which to do i 
has prom oted their good in any essential re 
sp ed . 
Military life and scholastic pursuits 
touch and harm onize at but very few points, if 
they do at any’. 
If it be said th at our citizens 
constitute the unorganized reserved corps of 
our arm ies and are liable to be called upon in 
tim e of war, our answ er is that the military 
drill,if it does anything germ ane to its nature, 
cultivates the w ar spirit, aud to cultivate that 
spirit increases proportionately the chances of 
war when the least occasion for it arises. 
We 
have schools especially adapted to m ake sol­ 
diers and in these there are no c o n fid in g du 
ties or feeling*. 
With colleges and dassie 
schools the case is different. 
As u mere exor­ 
cise (aud most institutions where the military 
drill, is part of the order of things claim but 
little more for it) the drill is a failure, inas­ 
much us it lacks an •dement indispensable to 
the idea of recreation—freedom urn! abandon. 
“ P lay in g ” al drill is much like “ play in g " at 
wood-sawing or stoue-w all laying; it is so 
much like hard work th at the m ost brilliant 
im agination would fail to distinguish between 
the two. 
Those schools which adopt the drill 
do it to get students tty its force upon the un­ 
tutored iniud of the boys at borne who, before 
they shoulder arm s, think it the nicest thing 
iii the world. 
We don’t usually sym pathize 
with college rebellion, but 
iii the case of 
Bowdoin, we hope soon to hear of the total 
abolition of the senseless and useless m ilitary 
Ut ill of which the boys com plain.

The weather ia getting warm. Keep away 
from the butcher shops and patronize the 
fruit and vegetable stalls. Don’t nurse your 
appetite and when you don’t want to eat don’t 
eat. Give your stomach a chance to rest from 
griuding meat and supply with light diet and 
acid. Let whiskey alone and bow not down 
before Gambrinus. Keep your head cold and 
conscience in good repair and the sun shall 
not smite you by day nor the moon by night. 
The Czar likes the little island whereon his 
daughter has married into a comfortable 
home, although he frets somewhat at the bar­ 
barous ways of the foreigners who inhabit it. 
At a banquet (we believe when royalty eats at 
table they call the aflair a banquet) given him 
lately at Windsor Castle, the Queen, thinking 
bis Ursine Majesty would enjoy a few musical 
notes, had the bag-pipes strike up a lively air. 
Would you credit it ? the brute didu’t know 
what to make of it—didn't recognize the 
sound of the slogan at all. The Czar was 
not in the Crimean war, or his car3 had been 
better acquainted with tho squeak that led 
the petticoated Highlanders to battle. 
One of tho reasons alleged for the assump­ 
tion that the Grand l)uke Nicholas is iusauc 
wifi be felt by frugal people to have the merit 
of novelty; that is his disposition to save up 
money against old age and the want which 
may possibly come with it. Unless it can be 
shown that Kings and Emperors ami other 
royal people never get poor and old. the eco­ 
nomical Duke must lie concluded level-headed 
and sensible rather than crazy for desiring a 
good, fat bank account to offset the weakness 
and neglect of advanced life. And that 
crowned heads and blooded dukes do some­ 
times come to financial grief, we are all con­ 
vinced by illustrations made both before and 
since we wept over the sorrows of that ex­ 
iled Prince, Thaddeus of Warsaw. 


We take pleasure in agreeing with the New 
York papers in their almost united opinion of 
the street stages there. In case a premium 
had been otlered for the invention of the most 
cumbrous, disagreeable, inconvenient and 
altogether the meanest vehicle possible to this 
world, the man who perfected the city omni­ 
bus would have gained il without opposition. 
It is enough to throw a nervous man into a 
hysterical spasm to ride in one of them. The 
windows rattle and clutter like a thousand 
skeletons dancing Fisher’s Hornpipe together 
on a cold January night. The wheels bang 
aud thunder like a baby earthquake hunting 
for its cradle. 
The narrow seats against 
which the outraged passengers brace them­ 
selves are an iusult to justice and suggest to 
hoary sinners the “ anxious bench ” of an old- 
fashioned revival meeting. The step which 
hangs out behind might be the door-stono of 
the New Jerusalem—it is so hard to gel over. 
The roof might be the low ceiling of Tartarui 
—for no man can wear a silk hat under it 
with safety. Coucretely considered, the New 
York stage is a device of tlie devil and we 
hope the strike may not end until the con­ 
founded bumping, thumping, rattling, pound­ 
ing,liuib-straiuing and dress-disorganizing old 
humbug is smashed forever from oil the face 
of the earth which it disgraces and annoys. 


Illo o d a n ti IIiillylsin < 
Brooks is a non-est man and Baxter and 
order reign together, subject to the constitu­ 
tion ot the United States and that of Arkansas. 
No; we are wrong. Order does not reign at 
all, for all manner of crimes are breaking out 
over the state. The soft note of the pistol is 
heard in every bar-room aud in every village 
and settlement. Murder is the popular pas­ 
time, while thieving aud other lesser ofleuces 
are sandwiched between the gory corpses 
which lie unavenged about. Had this hap­ 
pened while the belligerent governors were 
disputing for the curule chair of executive 
power, we should have looked upon it as the 
emphatic but good-natured expression of the 
public sympathy with one or the other of the 
contestants. But it does not appear from our 
Little Bock dispatches that the people abuse 
each other either in the interest of the present 
Baxter or the banished Brooks; they shoot, 
slab aud steal merely for the fun of il. The 
truth is the spirit of lawlessness, always strong 
in Arkansas, lias become irrepressible since 
it was so highly illustrated at the capital. It 
is not malicious nor partisan in any deep 
sense, but rampant, brutal and infernal on 
general principles and without a specific 
object. It is a relic of the barbarism of tlie 
war or rather of tlie institution which degrad­ 
ed the Sopth aud Southwest and linally pro­ 
duced the war. Law can do but little against 
it,yet what it can do should be speedily tested. 
If Baxter, now that lie is without a rival for 
his office, iiu3 tlie pluck to reduce liis domin­ 
ions to decency and order, mankind will have 
reason to be thankful that he bears the rod. 
If not, the sooner some big dtedging machine 
scoops up Arkansas and drops it, with all its 
bowie-knives, into the Gulf of Mexico, the 
better for those concerned. 


C ru cc In tlio P u lp it. 
We do not mean grace iu tlie sense ot di­ 
vinely-inspired goodness, but grace of bodily 
motion and posture, and this is undoubtedly 
an advantage to an orator when he possesses 
it, as it is to a gymnast or a trapeze perform­ 
er. Indeed a graceful body and a command­ 
ing, or at least attractive, presence is a pretty 
good stock in trade with which to set a pub- 
l.c speaker up in business, even if ho be not 
subject to any extraordinary pressure upon 
his cerebrum. When we remember this fact 
we wonder ail tho more at the marvellous ora­ 
torical triumphs won by exceedingly homely 
and clumsy men. But we set out to quote 
what a certain religious paper, which is launch­ 
ing out into criticism of late, says of the way 
iu which its feelings have been lacerated: 
“ We are sometimes amused—that will be 
better than to say anything severe—at the 
posture of some preachers. They seem not 
to know what 10 do with their legs. These 
were, doubtless, made to stand on, to give the 
body a flrrn and commanding bearing, an im­ 
pressive dignity. They stand on one leg and 
crook the other round it like a corkscrew, and 
keep up a perpetual twisting, as if they were 
winding themselves up. Then they shift and 
wind up the other side, and it seems all 
the lime a3 if what they were saying was 
worked up below. Of course, such an unnat­ 
ural and ungraceful posture as this detracts 
very much from the etlect of their preaching, 
because it excites your sympathy or some­ 
thing else unpleasant; for they seem to be in 
pain all the time ” 
We are persuaded that nothing short of a 
Arm conviction that church-going is a duty in­ 
cumbent iu every editor, would ever have car­ 
ried that writer to the sacred precincts if he 
could have anticipated how tlie preacher 
would act with his logs. That it detracted 
from the effect of the sermon, we can readily 
believe. In one of Dickens’stories—“ Great 
Expectations,” we think—a provincia! actor 
goes to London to win, if possible, metropoli­ 
tan renown. lie essays the glorious but hack­ 
neyed part of Hamlet at a minor theatre, un­ 
der the instruction of a professional trainer of 
aspiring sons of Thespis. The trainer begins 
u rigid course of repressive aud regulative 
mediciue with tho actor,in which is the follow­ 
ing single prescription: Hamlet, in spite of all 
that could be said to him, would persist in 
twUting his legs andgettiug them in false aud 
un-Shakespearean positions; this must be 
remedied, or the “ highly intelligent” were 
sure to hiss him on the eventful night of his 
debut. So the man of resources placed a 
wafer—red, probably—upon each of Hamlefs 
knees, and required him to keep those waiers 
both visible from a conspicuous part of the 


house at the same time. This neat Idea sue- 
«ceded, and instead of perplexing himself and 
the actor with long-winded oral instructions, 
when his pupil got out of position the trainer 
shouted in his own forcible and elegant Eng­ 
lish, “ I don’t see no wafers.” We dare not 
recommend the plan to be canied out iu re­ 
spect to ministers who cannot manage their 
legs, but if our reference to it should result iu 
the decrease of the awkwardness of which 
the editor complains, we shall feel repaid for 
making a heavy draught on our memory on a 
hot afternoon. 


¡M ilita ry D rill in S c h o o ls. 
The row between tbe faculty and lower ckiss 
students of Bowdoin College leads us to make 
the trite and truthful remark that nothing 
happens without a cause. 
And the main­ 
spring of the preseut difficulty at Bowdoin in 
principle, is this: modern schools of all 
degrees attempt too much outside their regu­ 
lar line of duties. 
Within a few years tlm 
military element has been introduced, and to 
our mind it is not clear tbat to teach students 
a regular drill and to compel them to purchase 
and wear a heavy uniform in which to do It, 
has promoted their good iu any essential re­ 
spect. Military life aud scholastic pursuits 
touch and harmonize at but very few points, if 
they do at any. If it be said that our citizens 
constitute the unorganized reserved corps of 
our armies and are liable to be callod upon in 
time of war, our answer is ttiat the military 
drill,if it does anything germane to its nature, 
cultivates the war spirit, aud to cultivate that 
spirit increases proportionately the chances of 
war when the least occasion for it arises. We 
have schools especially adapted to make sol­ 
diers and in these there are no conflicting du­ 
ties or feeliugs. 
With colleges and classic 
schools the case is different. As a mere exer­ 
cise (aud most institutions where the military 
drill, is part of the order or things claim but 
little more for it) the drill is a failure, inas­ 
much as it lacks an element indispensable to 
the idea of recreation—freedom and abandon. 
“ Playing” at drill is much like “ playing” at 
wood-sawing or stoue-wall laying; it is so 
much like hard work tbat the most brilliant 
imagination would fail to distinguish between 
tlie two. Those schools which adopt tlie drill 
do it to got students by its force upon the un­ 
tutored mind of the boys at borne who, before 
they shoulder arms, think it the nicest tiling 
in the world. We don’t usually sympathize 
with college rebellion, but in the case of 
Bowdoin, we hope soon to hear of the total 
abolition of the senseless and useless military 
drill of which the boys complaiu.

UNITED S I A TE S CONGRESS. 
SE N A T E . 
W ashington, May 28. 
Mr. FLANNAGAN said he was a new con­ 
vert to tho cause or woman suffrage, and was 
made a convert by the glorious efforts of the 
women’s crusade against intemperance. Wo­ 
men, and women only, through Almighty 
God,could save this country from the worst of 
all evils—intemperance. Women could con­ 
trol our countrymen, if they were more direct­ 
ly interested, iu all questions of morality bet­ 
ter than men, and from this time henceforth 
he iutended to be a “ woman's man.” (Laugh­ 
ter). 
Mr. STEWART said ten years from now 
there would not bo a mau in tiie Senate op­ 
posed to female suffrage. 
Mr. MERRIMON asked why not try the ex­ 
periment in the District of Columbia. 
Mr. SARGENT—We will when we get a 
chance. 
Mr. CONKLING said the amendment was in 
order to this very b'll to enforce woman suf­ 
frage in the District of Columbia, and if his 
friend Stewart desired to try an experiment 
in new territory, why not try it as an experi­ 
ment here. 
Mr. CARPENTER said he would vote for 
an amendment to confer suffrage, in tlie new 
territory, on wonieu. He believed that in 
every condition of life the society of women 
was beneficial. In every place where she 
was found everything was neat and orderly. 
If our wives, mothers and daughters go to 
election places there will be decency, order 
and peace there. In the city of New York, 
for instance, be would rely more upoti 
women voting to bring about peace and 
order than all tlie army or navy could do. 
He would vote to establish woman suffrage 
liere, in Winconsin or in any other place ho 
could to-morrow. 
Mr. FERRY of Michigan favored the 
amendment and said he would vote for it. 
Mr. ANTHONY said he had no doubt female 
suffrage would come in time. He did not 
believe that suffrage was a woman’s right or 
man’s right. It was not a national right, but 
a political right, regulated by the body 
politic. 
Mr. MORTON argued that women had the 
same natural rights as men had. 
After further discussion Mr. EDMUNDS 
moved to lay tho bill on the table. Lost by a 
lie vote—24 to 24. 
The question then being on Sargent’s 
•amendment, Bayard said it seemed hardly 
possible tlie Senate of the United States pro­ 
posed such change in tho very fundamental 
principle of government; that such change as 
this should be blocked out as an experiment, 
iu utter disregard of the decree by which men 
ami women were created, could hardly be 
believed. Tbe sexes were different physically 
and mentally, yet hero was this poor, puny 
attempt in disregard of every experience, en­ 
lightened as it had been by Divine interposi­ 
tion. Such legislation as this was irreverent 
and in defiance or the laws of God Himself. It 
would give two heads to a family, and there 
would no longer be that unity, that subordi­ 
nation required by Christian marriage. 
Mr. MORRILL of Maine opposed tho amend­ 
ment and denied that tho right of suffrage 
was a natural one. 
The amendment of Sargent was then re­ 
jected, as follows—yeas 19, nays 27. Dorsey, 
Spencer and Logan, who would have voted 
for the bill, were paired with Bog}-, Jolmston 
and Morrill of Maine, who would have voted 
against it. 
The question then being on the final pass­ 
age of the bill, it was rejected—veas 19, nays 
29. 
Mr. MORTON, from the Committee on Priv­ 
ileges and Elections, reported back the reso­ 
lution of the Senate of March 10th, 1873, in­ 
structing the committee to examine and re­ 
port upon the best and most practicable mode 
of electing President and Vice President, and 
providing a tribunal to adjust and decide all 
contested questions connected therewith, with 
a lengthy written report, which was ordered 
printed and placed on the calendar. 
On motion of MORRILL of Maine the Sen­ 
ate look up the bill making an appropriation 
for the support of the military academy, that 
it might be unfinished business to-morrow,and 
then at 4:50 o’clock the Senile adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
tiie reduction of¿the army. 
Mr. COBURN estimated the saving to the 
government which the passage of the bill 
would effect at about $7,000,000. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts gave no­ 
tice of an amendment which he intended to 
offer that tlie headquarters of the army shall 
never be removed lrom tbe capital of the na­ 
tion except in time of war.

The proceedings opened 
w ith discussion on jute butts, based on the 
proposition by Kasson to make the duty on 
that article $6 per ton and to admit free of 
duty for two years machinery adapted to the 
manufacture of the flbfe. The debate lasted 
Dioro than an hour, aud was participated in 
by Sailor, Wilson of Iowa, Butler of Massa­ 
chusetts, Kelley, Hawley of Connecticut, Mon­ 
roe, Dawes of Massachusetts, Luttrell, Page 
aud Hereford. 
Finally an amendment by Eames that ma­ 
chinery to be admitted free of duty should not 
be such as is manufactured in the United 
States was adopted as thus amended.

[Every law, unless a different time shall be pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence and take effect 
throughout the state, 011 and not before the twen­ 
tieth day after the day of its final passage, as cer­ 
tified by the Secretary of State. Sec. 12, title 4, 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.) 
CHAP. 410. 
An ACT to authorize towns and villages to provide 
a Binking fund for the payment of their bonded 
indebtedness. 
P assed May 11, 1874 ; three-fifths being present- 
The People 0/ the. State of Xew York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 
Section 1. Any town or incorporated village in 
the State of New York, having issued its bonds, or 
that may hereafter issue its bonds, under the pro­ 
visions of law, and said bonds being a valid debt 
of said town or village to mature or become due tu 
a specified period of time, may by a vote of a ma­ 
jority of the electors present aud voting at any 
annual town meeting or charter election of said 
village, raise by tax levied upon the taxable prop­ 
erty of said town or village, such sum as may be 
specified by said vote In the m anner hereinafter 
provided, for the purpose of buying and caueelllng 
said bonds, or the purpose of providing a siukiug 
fund for the ultimate payment of said bonds. 
5 2. The town board consisting of the supervisor, 
town clerk and justice of tho peace in towns, or

meet 
at least

annual town meeting or the annual village election,

For tho information of persons who keep 
gold fish in an aquarium, or a glass globe, we 
publish what Hie noted fish culturist, Seth 
Green, says in regard to their preservation 
“ Use any well, creek or river water that is 
not impregnated with mineral. 
Change Hie 
water wheu the fish come to the top and slay 
there, and breathe part water and part air, 
Take out nearly all the water, leaving enough 
for the Ash to swim iu, and fill the vessel with 
fresh water. Never lake the fish in your hand 
If Hie aquarium needs cleaning make a net of 
mosquito netting aud take the fish out in It 
There are many gold Ash killed by handling 
Keep your aquarium clean, so that Hie water 
looks as clear as crystal. 
Watch Hic fish 
little and you will find out when they are all 
right. 
Feed them all they will eat and any 
thing they will eat; worms, meat, fish water 
or Asb spawn. 
Take great care that you take 
all that they do not eat out of the aquarium 
Any decayed meat or vegetables In water lias 
the same smell to Ash that it does to you in 
air. 
If your gold fish die it is attributable, as 
n rule, to one of throe causes—handling, star 
vation or bad water.” .

On some parts of the line peo­ 
ple were not paying taxes in cither county, 
aud oue mull, who lias held town offices iu 
Ulster for many years, was found to be a resi­ 
dent of this comity. 
Quite u large amount of 
laud which was supposed to be in Ulster was 
found to belong to Delaware, and the survey 
was very favorable to this county. 
The line 
was not ail run, but will probably lie complet­ 
ed this weak.— Delaware Gazette.

THE MARI POWELL ON A YACHT 
CRUISE. 
The Vassar College Student* on u 
M oonlight Sail. 
On Thursday afternoon the well-known 
steamer Mary Powell left her wharf in this 
city at 5:10 p. m., bound for Poughkeepsie to 
take the senior and junior classes at Vassar 
College on a moonlight sail. The steamer, 
from her keel to her trucks, was as bouny as 
a bride iu her marriage robes, and she “had 
all her ensigns diglil” and fluttering iu the 
May wind. Passing the Rondout lighthouse 
and heading down the river, the okl and yet 
ever new panorama of the Hudson began to 
unfold itself as the steamer glided swiftly past 
the emerald shores, receiving the salutes from 
Captain Anderson’s flag at Fairview, the joy­ 
ous tones of bells and screams of steam whis­ 
tles of the various steamers met and passed; 
and even the .shad fishermen stopped the 
hauling in of their nets and raised a 
lusty shout of welcome 
and 
“God 
speed” as 
the 
boat 
flashed 
past 
like the gleam of a rainbow. 
With only 
thirty pounds pressure of .steam to the square 
inch, the engine was making twenty-one 
turns, and’in thirty-five minutes the “ May ’’ 
danced over eleven miles of water as blue as 
the Gulf Stream. We made a tour of the boat 
atul saw every portion of It, and in every de­ 
partment It is order and neatness exemplified. 
No man-of-war that flies a pennant is in bet­ 
ter order or more perfect discipline, as is 
proven by the fact that all the years during 
which she has been 011 the route, running 200 
miles each day and landing at twenty docks 
on her passages, 110 accident to life or limb 
has ever occurred, and no damage to the boat 
of $100 at any one time has ever been in­ 
flicted—and that is a record which cannot be 
attributed to good luck, but to good manage­ 
ment. 
The list of the Mary Powell’s officers com­ 
prises the following popular gentlemen: Cap­ 
tain, A. L. Anderson; Clerk,Jansen Anderson; 
Pilot, Gurnsey Betts; Mate, Hoffman Bishop; 
Chief Engineer, Lyman Lawrence; Assistant 
Engineer, Joel Hayes; Steward, Eltinge An- 
dersfen; Storekeeper, William H. Roe; News 
Agent, Frank Anderson. 
As the Mary Powell swept through Crum 
Elbow and came in view of Poughkeopsie the 
steam whistles and bells commenced an up­ 
roarious salute, which was continued uutil 
she was moored alongside of Main street 
dock. Even the locomotives at the railroad 
station set up a most diabolical screeching, 
which wa3 meant for a welcome, and no soon­ 
er had Gurnsey brought the boat to a rest at 
the Poughkeepsie dock than a host of people 
came on board and gave utterances to ex­ 
clamations of delight at the fine order in 
which the old favorito was in. 


LEAVING POUGHKEEPSIE. 
At G:30 the first car load of ladles arrived 
at the foot of Main street and it was soon fol­ 
lowed by others in rapid succession, until 120 
students, comprising the senior and junior 
classes, besiue the following named officers 
and professors of Vassar College, were on 
board: President J. II. Raymond, Profes­ 
sors T. J. Backus, 
II. Van 
Ingen, 
Orton, C. J. Hinkle, II. W. Terry, Misses 
Knapp, Braislin, Avery audWood. The com­ 
mittee of the junior class, who chartered the 
steamer and perfected the arrangements for 
the extremely happy time which the young la­ 
dies enjoyed, was composed of the Misses L. 
W. Kellogg, L. Seller, II. H. Lough, F. M. 
Buffiugton and M. B. Taylor. The party were 
accompanied by seven members of Samelsou’s 
orchestra, and the Smith Bros, of Po’keepsie 
furnished refreshments, which consisted of every 
delicacy of the season. When the Fowell left 
Main street wharf there was a considerable 
concourse of people present to sec the excur­ 
sion depart, and a crowd was also collected 011 
the Kaal Rock, who waved their hats and 
handkerchiefs and raised a cheer as the boat 
glided gaily in mid-stream and headed to­ 
ward the purple Highlands in the distance. 
Passing clo’se in to Milton wharf the boat was 
greeted by people on the shore by cheering 
and waving and smiles, and one enthusiastic 
youth seized the rope to the bell 011 the dock 
and gave that brazen instrument such a 
lively shaking as it never experienced before. 
All along both shores from every house atul 
hamlet some sign of welcome was manifested 
for the Powell, and eaclt and every 0110 of 
them was acknowledged by either blasts 
from the whistle or the deep tones oí 
the boll. 
Just above Newburgh the 
Thomas Cornell was met, when the customary 
salutes between the boat3 were exchanged, 
and from all parts of llie Cornell white signals 
of greeting were sent fluttering out by the 
passengers. xYt Newburgh the Powell ran 
close in along the city front and was most 
clamorously saluted by, it seemed to us, every 
thing iu Newburgh from which music or noise 
could he extracted. On the miserable apolo­ 
gy for a wharf and 011 the balcony of the 
shaky old barn upon it was a crowd of people, 
heroically braving the dangers of a plunge 
into the Hudson by the general collapse of 
both, to greet the boat in which evory man, 
woman and child who resides in Newburgh 
cousiders he or she owns ot least a quarter 
interest. After leaving Newburgh the moon 
shone forth in a cloudless sky, the fresh south­ 
erly breeze which had been blowing died away 
and the Vassar girls began to settle down to 
the enjoyment of the music, the moonlight and 
the rapid motion. Dancing was inaugurated 
in the saloon on the upper deck; singing par­ 
ties assembled forward on the promenade; 
little groups of four or live went for a short 
time into the pilot house, and away forward 
on the main deck, “right in the eyc3 of her*’ 
was a party of six or eight rosy-cheeked, 
bright-eyed damsels, whose hair was blown 
about in the most ravishing manner and 
whoso drapery streamed in the wind, giving 
au occasional glimpse of a neatly fitting gaiter 
—“only that and nothing more.” Entering 
the Highlands, we glided through the shadow 
cast by the everlasting hills uutil rounding 
West Point we again came into the silvery 
path made by the moonlight,and when reach­ 
ing Fort Montgomery the boat's head was 
turned homeward. On the passage home­ 
ward the ladies had their refreshments, after 
which they seemed to be seized with “ the 
romantic” and were comparatively quietly en­ 
gaged in looking at the moon, singing in low 
voice? and conversing. 
The steamer made a land at Cornwall to 
leave President Raymond, who was desirous 
of taking the James W. Baldwin at that point 
for New York. lie was accompanied to the 
gangway by a crowd of the ladies, who took 
an affectionate leave of him and expressed re­ 
gret at his forced departure. When the boat 
touched the dock at Cornwall and the Presi­ 
dent had walked on shore, the ladies, under 
the lead of Prof. Backus, gave him three 
cheers, with about the funniest, shrillest “ ti­ 
ger ” ever heard—it was a cross between the 
howl of au infant with a severe attack of col­ 
lywobbles and a rebel yell. From Cornwall 
the boat, with tide and wind in her favor, 
steamed rapidly homeward, arriving at Pough­ 
keepsie at 10:20 p. m. The cars were ordered 
to be in waiting at Main street dock at 10:15, 
and at 10:20 the ladies were disembarking. 
Just south of Poughkeepsie 011 the east 
bank or the river the residence of Mr. Hinck­ 
ley was illuminated, and as the boat passed a 
grand display of fireworks was made, for 
which the Powell’s bell rang out the thanks of 
the party. 
To say that Captain Anderson and Janseu, 
a3 well as all the officers and crew, exerted 
themselves to make the Mary Powell as pleas­ 
ant as possible to the Vassar ladies, is only 
stating the unvaruished truth. As for Jausen, 
had the chairman of the committee who char­ 
tered the boat said that twice two were seven, 
he would have sworn any man who was not 
impressed with the truth of that statemcut 
was a paralyzed imbecile. The only persou 
not of Vassar College who accompanied the 


excursion were Mrs. Jansen Anderson, Mrs. 
John Wolfer, Messrs. C. C. Platt and Henry 
Weiner and a Freeman representativo from 
this city, George W: Davids of the Poughkeep­ 
sie Eagle and W. J. Evarts of The News of 
Poughkeepsie. 
Leaving Poughkeepsie homeward bound the 
boat made the run in 41 minutes, on slack 
water, which is at the rate of 23J miles an 
hour, and good tims considering it was the 
boat’s first run of tho season, when all her 
machinery is stift. The run from Esopus 
lighthouse to Rondout lighthouse, five miles, 
was mode in 10J minutes. The Powell has 
made the run from Poughkeepsie to her dock 
in this city in 39 minutes. 
From ten minutes after 5 until 11:15 
o’clock, th e Fowell made au excursion of 100 
miles, and without.a doubt it was the pleas­ 
antest moonlight excursion ever given on The 
Hudson River. Hurrah for the boat and her 
owner and commander!

T. Arbuckle, Esq., of this village, Edward 
Burhans, Esq., of Itoxbury, surveyors, met a 
similar delegation of Supervisors and survey­ 
ors from Ulster county, for the purpose of 
surveying and ascertaining the county liue 
between Delaware and Ulster. They com­ 
menced at a point where the counties of Sulli­ 
van and Ui3ter corner together on the Dela­ 
ware county line. At this point they found 
the large pile of stones which is the ancient 
landmark, and upon which father Time liad 
placed his mark. This line was survoyed by 
the Cockburns iu 1797, and has not since 
been surveyed. The party found mauy of the 
old marked trec3 of lliat day, and by boxing 
them could readily count tho rings for each 
year’s growth. Oil some parts of the line peo­ 
ple were not paying taxes in either county, 
and one man, who has held towu offices in 
Ulster for mauy years, was found to be a resi­ 
dent oftb'13 county. Quite a large amount of 
land which was supposed to be in Ulster was 
found to belong to Delaware, and tho survey 
was very favorable to this county. The line 
was not all run, but will probably be complet­ 
ed this week.—Delaware Gazette. 


How to Keep <jold Flab. 
For tho information of persons who keep 
gold fish in an aquarium, or a glass globe, we 
publish what the- noted fish cultnrist, Setli 
Green, says in regard to their preservation: 
“ Use any well, creek or river water that is 
not impregnated with miceral. Change the 
water when the fish come to the top and slay 
there, and breathe part water and part air. 
Take out nearly all the water, leaving enough 
for the fl3h to swim iu, and fill the vessel with 
fresh water. Never take the fish in your hand. 
If the aquarium needs cleaning make a net of 
mosquito netting and take the fish out iu it. 
There are many gold fish killed by handling. 
Keep your aquarium clean, so that the water 
looks as clear as crystal. Watch the fish a 
little and you will find out when they are all 
right. Feed them all they will eat and any- 
tbiug they will eat; worms, meat, fish water 
or fish spawn. Take great care that you take 
all that they do not eat out of the aquarium. 
Any decayed meat or vegetables in water has 
the same smell to fish that it does to you in 
air. If your gold fish die it is attributable, as 
r rule, to one of throe causes—handling, star­ 
vation or bad water.” .
